medicine to the poor. Hearing the rabble 
shouting, Dr Mauchamp loft the house and 
was imnicdintely sof upon with .stoncs, 
sticke, and knives and done to deuth. The 
crowd then looted his residonce, The 
sano afternoon the rabble gathered before 
tho British Consular Agency, which is 
situnted in the residence of Kaid Sir Harry 
Maclean in the very centyo af the city, The 
inmates and the guards had great difficulty 
in closing the doors,and fortunately thore 
are no windows on, the ground floor, The 
crowd attacked the house, breaking the’ 
windows, shutters, &e., and the inmates 
wore obliged to opon fire upan tle ‘people.

SHANGHAI'S CRIME BREED.

Thero has heon nasty little tragedies to 
worry our contontinent this.week and we 
look with some considerable alarm at tho 
rapid growth of lawléssncss within the 
Settlement, especially in, the Hongkow 
district. Give a dog a bad namo and— 
woll, I won't go on becansd, you know the 
niage—but the trite little proyer) really 
dovs apply to Hongkew. We all rive 
about the misconduct of its residents and 
thoy go from bad to worse because thoy 
realise what is expeatod of them and it 
would seein they dislike to disappoint us. 

The natives view with the foreigners to 
présont.a weekly calendar of misdeeds, but 
this week, perhaps ns a rest from tho 
doinga of tho ‘‘ Armenian Atrocities,” the 
Chinese take the most prominent place in 
the war of crime. Two murders in one 
woek is pretty rapid foro supposedly well 
manugetl Settlement, and this to follow 
upon a flagrant caso of highway robbery is 
disquieting.” 

Some days back a well-to-do Chineso 
merehunt’ was held sup ,by an armed4 
desporado in ono of ow busiest streets and 
ns he had no money was obliged to part 
with his jowellory.

In the murder cases one was the rosult 
ofa free fight amongst come carpenters in 
which a man was killed, but the sadder and 
more alnnning- murder was that of a re- 
spectable  Chinesa clerk in a foreign 
‘fice. Evidently hearing somo noise, he 
desconded the ricketty stairs of his house 
there to berdashed upon by a robber who 
stabbed him several times io tho abdomen, 
speodily causing his death. Fortunately 
the noise of the strugglo reached the out- 
side world and native policemin acting 
‘with surprising courage and promptitudo 


‘| was able to capture the assailant who has 


been sent into the native City for trial. 


A perilous experienco in a eyclone fell to 
the lot of the French ship ‘ Rancague” on 
hier passage from Iquiqué to Sydney.

The ship 
was botween Middloton Recf and New 
Caledonia at tho timo, ‘Tho wind camo 
away first from onst-south-cast, and on the 
night of the 28th the storm was atits height. 
There was 8 inountainous sca running, 
which tossed the ship about liko a cork, and 
ovontually the hurricane squalls forced her 
over on her beam ends. In this porilous 
position she lay throughout the whole of 
ony night. When daylight broke a lull in 
the storm occurred, and enabled the ship to 
tight herself. The wind finally camo out 
from north-west and blew as hard ns ever, 
for 12 hours, but the ship proved hor 
staunchness throughout, and camo through 
unharmed. Tho experience, ‘howaver, is 
not likely to be soon forgotten by the crew, 
whose lives were in great danger owing to 
tho big seas ‘sweeping all over the ship, 
Three dogs, the property of tho contain, 
were swopt overboard, and lost during the 
storin.. On making tho coast light winds 
set in, and continyed until Sydney Heads 
were reached. : i
